ALLIED ADVANCE AT 
HANGARD. 

Last night's despatch from Sir Douglas Haig 
reports the loss of Kemme! Hill and vil- 
lage, and Dranoutre. - Fighting, which 
continued throughout the day, was very 
severe. The Giermans attacked with nine 
divisions. The British and French 
counter-attacked, and for a time made 
some progress, but the enemy threw 
great masses of men against the Allied 
positions, Most of his attacks were held, 
and he suffered heavy tosses, but he 
succeeded in pressing back the line in 
the direction of Locre, and made progress 
on both sides of the Ypres-Comines Canal.

PROLONGED STRUGGLE. 
EXPECTED. 


In a review of the military situation, the 
Press Association points ont that up to within 
the last few days German activities have been 
chiefly devoted ta what is called the Lys sector 
between Givenchy and Merville. The net re- 
sult may be described as highly satisfactory for 
us. The Germans put in & lot of troops; they 
had very heavy losses, and gained absolutely 
nothing. In particular, the fight around 
Givenchy was very satisfactory. 

Further north and east of Robecq we gained 
a little ground, and took a considerable num- 
ber of prisoners, the balance of losses being 
against the Germans. 

Yesterday morning the enemy started a heavy 
attack on the Kemmel front, and there made 
considerable progress. Our latest information 
from the spot is not very complete. There is no 
doubt, however, that the Germans succeeded in 
occupying Kemme! Hill. The sector which the 
enemy selected for attack up there involved 
both the Freneh and the British troops, and the 
net result was that the enemy gained about a 
couple of thousand yards on a front of about 
1,200 yards, involving the very important 
ground of Kemme!

There is no question about it, says a high 
military authority, that that means a very 
serious loss. While there is nothing decisive 
about a position at present, still Kemme) Hill is 
a very important tactical feature It is an 
isolated hill, covered with woods, which stand 
rather out in front and somewhat cut off from 
the main ridge of hills, which form a kind of 
backbone.
